"Sunshine unlimited,” is the mot­ 
to of Sedalia*s new produce plant at 
Main street and

avenue of 
which George H. Trader is manager. 
Every week the building is visited by 
scores of producers and dealers from 
many parts of the state. 
In 
every 
respect it is the most modern struc­ 
ture of its kind in the country, Its 
outstanding features to the visitor be 
ing its immaculate cleanliness and 
the abundance 
of sunlight 
which 
pours through the walls, which are 
virtually of glass with a framework 
of steel, brick and concrete. 
The now plant has been construct­ 
ed by Swift and company on the site 
of Its old building, which was 
de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
The present build­ 
ing is 178 feet long and 76 feet wide. 
The main portion 
is two stories in 
height, with basement, but the cen­ 
tral section rises to three stories.

Science Has a Bacteriological Theory

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HE point of view is coming into 
medicine of considering the hu­ 
man body, or rather its tissues, 
as soil w hich may be rendered fertile 
or otherw ise for the 
bacterial flora. 
Bacteria 
are 
plants 
and like other 
plants require 
medium In which to 
grow. Upon their soil we may put fer­ 
tilizers to promote growth or, on the 
contrary, substances which render it 
relatively sterile. 
An example, Illustrating 
this 
new 
conception, has recently been called to 
the attention of the medical world by 
Prof. Edgar Leigh Collis of the Welsh 
National School of Medicine. 
Prof. 
Collis dealt with stonemason’s phthisis 
or tuberculosis of the lungs. 
It 
has 
generally 
been 
considered that the 
stone dust which the mason breathed 
acted as sharp edged particles, lacerat­ 
ing and Irritating the lining of the air 
passages.

Prof. Collis 
has 
shown, 
however, 
that the silica of the stone dust acts 
rather as a chemical 
than a physical 
agent, rendering the membrane a bet­ 
ter growth-supporting medium for tu­ 
berculosis bacilli. 
If you put lime on 
some soil you will g ro w more wheat 
to the acre, so if you put quartz on the 
mucous membrane you w’ill raise more 
bacilli to the square millimeter. 
This discovery may open up a new 
field for the use of drugs in preventive 
medicine. 
The method hitherto pur­ 
sued has been to find a drug which 
would poison the bacteria and the en­ 
suing difficulty, of course, was that the 
effective poison would also kill or in­ 
jure the man. 
From this new point 
of view- the task will be to discover a 
medicine w hich will so act chemically 
upon the exposed surface as to render

BOYLERS MILL TO BE MADE 
AN IDEAL SUMMER RETREAT 


DESCRIPTIVE STORY OF THE NATURAL BEAU­ 
TIES OF PROPERTY IN MORGAN 
COUNTY OWNED BY WELL 
KNOWN SEDALIANS.

Boylers Mill, the wild beauty spot 
in Morgan county owned by Grant 
Crawford and W. H. Powell of this 
city and which they are concerting 
into an ideal private summer retreat, 
wan written of in a recent issue of 
the Kansas City Journal. 
The ro­ 
mance of the place and the mystic 
traditions surrounding it are very 
cleverly told in the story which is 
herewith reproduced: 
Fire sweeping over the little set­ 
tlement 
of 
Boylers 
Mill, 
Morgan 
county, Mo., recently destroyed an 
old mill, the predecessor of which 
gave the settlement its name and 
incidentally, in destroying the gen­ 
eral store, 
it wiped 
from 
govern­ 
mental records a postoffice that had 
been in existence a century. 
The 
announcement 
of the postal 
department 
at 
Washington 
a few 
days after the fire that the Boylers 
Mill postoffice would he discontinu­ 
ed came as a blow* to citizens in ad­ 
jacent parts of the county, to whom 
the abolition of the office seemed 
symbolic of the old settlement's dis­ 
integration. 
But no mere fire. no departmental 
action can destroy the tradition of 
his town, tucked away in a pocket of 
the Ozark mountains. 
Its very situ­ 
ation makes for romance. 
There it 
lies in a quiet valley, through which 
long ago, the old coach road passed 
to the great southwest, bringing to 
the settlement the adventurous who 
sought romance and adventure in the 
unknown country. 
The first miller, of the first mill 
of Boylers— (Bylera 
then) 
was Jo­ 
seph Byler, a Pennsylvana German 
millwright, who settled at the big 
spring, the present site of Boylers 
Midi in IRIS. 
The 
spring 
covered 
an 
acre of 
ground, where clear and sparkling 
water bubbled in sufficient volume 
to send a thousand spindles whirling 
as it rushed down to the Osage river, 
a mile o; so away. 
It is one of the big springs of the 
Ozark 
foothills 
and 
is twenty-five 
miles northwest of the famous Ha- 
Ha-Tonka spring, the importance of 
which as a motive power was dis­ 
covered by the late Col. Ii. M. Sny­ 
der of Kansas City, who did so much 
to beautify the park there. 
But Jacob Byler, In the year 1819. 
saw in the springs merely a practi­ 
cal aid to his owif* enterprises. 
It 
was an ideal spot for a mill. 
So he dug a small race, dammed 
the water of the spring, forcing it 
down the race 300 yards away, where 
it turned an overshot wheel and fur­ 
nished power for the manufaciure of 
gunpowder as early as 1820. 
Where Byler got his material for 
the manufacture of gunpowder is not 
known. 
It was not what one wmuld 
call a "neighborly” settlement, the 
folk were few* and scattered and By­ 
ler appears to have been a dour man. 
At that early time Byler had probably 
not more than a dozen neighbors In a 
radius of twenty miles of his mill. 
The country abounded in fish and 
game. 
Such "store” things as lie 
had to have were hauled by ox teams 
from Boonville, sixty-five miles away 
to which point they had come by 
steamboat from St. Ixmle. 
There was not a mill for grinding 
corn, wheat 
or rye 
closer 
than a 
three 
days’ 
journey 
from 
B riers 
powder mill. 
Jacob Byler was of German ances­ 
try, industrious, educated and with 
means. He soon saw the advisability 
of adding to his original mill a grist 
mill. 
Being a millwright, this was a com­ 
paratively simple undertaking. 
For the first year or two he ground 
rye and corn only, as at that time 
wheat was a stranger to those parts. 
The credit of the introduction of a 
wheaten biscuit it given to one of 
those itinerant preachers—a circuit 
rider—0f a century ago. 
He brought 
from a "settlem ent” saddlebags full 
of them and gave them to the chil­ 
dren he saw about Boylers Mill. 
It 
is said that the little boys and girls 
thought the 
biscuits 
were a new 
brand of land turtles and in order to 
make them move built fires under 
the parson's gifts. 
W hen news spread along the coun­ 
tryside that Byler had built a grist 
mill, patronage cam e from all direc­ 
tions and from a distance of fifty 
and sixty miles. 
Men brought full 
grain sacks in two-wheel oxcarts, 


oft^-n taking four and five days to 
make the round trip. 


The shrewd Byler, with his eye to 
business, soon built a tavern, a big 
four-room log house that he named 
the Byler house. 
And in those days, what was a tav­ 
ern without whisky? 
So he added a 
distillery to his other enterprises and 
sold whisky to his thirsty guests and 
patrons at 80 cents a gallon. 
Often 
he took In exchange furs, hides, gin­ 
seng and other "varbs.” 
Beside be­ 
ing powder manufacturer, miller, tav­ 
ern-keeper and distiller, Byler, there­ 
fore, became a trader, and a store 
was added to his other enterprises. 
Later came a saw mill. And there it 
stopped—from that day to this noth­ 
ing has been added to the resources 
of Bylers—or Boylers Mill. 
The isolation of the place militated 
against progress. The big spring that 
furnishes all the power for thes<» en­ 
terprises lies at the foot of lofty 
peaks of the Ozark*. 
To reach the 
spring from any direction a long 
wearisome descent is necessary. 
In 
this lonely valley Byler, the miller, 
was king. 
One pictures bis as an 
autocrat—one whose word was law. 
There is a tradition that at least one 
member of his family found him that 
—and that was his ill-starred daugh­ 
ter, Mary Maree. 
As monuments to a romance and 
tragedy of almost a century ago, on 
the crest of a hill overlooking the 
bottoms where the spring lies, are 
two tremendous rocks. 
By the coun­ 
try folk they are called, after the 
giants of the Bible, Gog and Magog. 
On the base of Cog, or his brother, 
there is chiseled these words: 
* This 
rock long time witness bear of two 
lovers that walked here, June 20, 
11823.” 
And one of the lovers was, it is 
said, 
the 
miller's damnit r - Mary 
1 Maree, who had h it a sweetheart in 
i Pennsylvania, o ie Klihu Baden. 
In 
( 1S23 young Baden runic to this lonely 
Missouri settlement 
to 
claim 
his 
; bride, hut Jacob 
B;> ler 
would 
not 
hear of th*' marriage. 
The tale goes that the young peo­ 
ple, preferring death to separation, 
wandered up the hill to the sentinel 
rocks, chiseled their dying farewell 
words on the stone and killed them­ 
selves. 
The manner of their death 
is not known, but it Is said that the 
I bodies of the poor lovers w ere burled 
; in one grave at the foot of Gog or 
Magog. 
It is a favorite tale of the country­ 
side and added to it are stories of 
mysterious 
weeping 
and 
sobbing 
about the rocks at dead of night; 
I of broken whisperings that sink into 


I silence at the tread of an Intruder; 
of the glint 
of a white 
robe, 
the 
sweep of streaming black hair and 
imploring hands of the desolate Mary 
Maree on bleak October evenings as 
I she w anders on the hillside. It is the 
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belief of the country folk that the 
great rocks are “hanted.” 


Until a few years ago there was In 
existence a letter written by a prom­ 
inent lawyer of the day telling of a 
night he passed at the Byler home. 
"Sunday evening,” says the letter, 
"I arrived at Boylers Mill, found the 
tavern, a powder factory, grist mill, 
a saw mill, a store, a distillery and 


nothing 
more. 
It was 
In January 
and a cold blizzard had come up in 
the evening. 
A house full of us from 


everywhere was spending the night 
there. 
Two and three in a bed was 
the order. 


"Some time after midnight I was 
awakened by the squealing of hogs 
under the floor. The number of hogs 
seemed to Increase and the fighting 
grew more vigorous. 
The hogs had 
come to get shelter from the storm. I 
could tell by their deep voices that 
some of the hogs were 6 or 7 years 
old. 
About the time I was getting 
full of homesickness 
a hog fight 
shoved two monster hogs up through 
the floor. 
Byler, who was sleeping 
on the floor near my bed. jumped 
up, lighted a candle, and the hogs, 
walking around the house, looked to 
me as big as yearling mules.” 
The famous Byler tavern is further 
described as a building covered with 
cap-boards four feet long, made from 
the timber of the nearby forest. The 
cracks between logs were chinked 
and daubed with mud, while the floor 
(through which the hogs had clam­ 
bered) was made of puncheons, split 
logs, 
smoothed 
with 
a 
broadax. 
These were placed loosely on the 
girders, not nailed down. 
The house 
stood on stone pillars at the corners, 
two feet above the ground, with no 


underpinning 


For some reason, In 1817, Byler 
left the springs, taking with him his 
entire family. 
It is said that there 
is no one in Morgan county who cana 
claim kinship with him. 
No one knows why the spelling of 
the place should have been changed 
—but for years it has been Boylers, 
instead of Bylers Mill.
